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ROOM FOR ACTION HERE 

Today's return from the office of the Registrar shows a tôtàl 
of -students registered in the faculties of McGiil far in advance 
■ of that of any previous year, not excepting the marks set in days 
l)efore the war. In every way, McGill is plainly going to be a 
bigger college this year than ever before. 

It rests with the students themselvc5, however, to see that 
the 'tniiversity they love is a >tronKer .ind a better institution— 
• that with the increase in size comes a corresponding advance in 
the "tone" and consequently the achievements and reputation of 
: McGill. There is no cause for us to feel that there is not any 
rooin for improvement in this respect, for although McGill may 
hold up her head among any group of colleges in the world, and 
■ (eel that she is not inferior in any respect, there never, yet was a 
laiTgc assembly of young mc^ without the danger arising of a rule 
frjjf the inprc disorderly elements. Much may be done now, at the 
beginning of. the term, towards providing against such an occur 
rcnccif and the great antidote is undoubtedly organization. 
; .»'Rôoter«," well drilled and properly, led, are an effective aid 
. to the enjoyment of games and sport-days; undi-sciplined and 
;^witl»out leaders, they are merely ineffectual noise-makers. In 
the same way a parade of students may be permitted to degene- 
rate into a public nuisance. 

- 'I'th most directions; we sire thankful to say, arrangements have 
^rcady been made with a view to having the acta of that much 
maligned group, "t|»e student' body." planned and directed by 
properly respottsible men. There are still some ways in which 
improvement might be made ind, now emphatically, is the time 
' to' look to it. 

' Foç example, there should be. wc believe, some clear under- 
standing as to the attitude of the present authorities of the uni- 
Tf'^'^y "rushing" or conflicts between .students of the first 

'^roi second years, which invariably takes place during the first 
.twor weeks of the term. Wc all know that Corporation has "re- 
quired" Ihe students to cease all "organized kidnapping," but 
everyone is quite aware of the fact that dashes have occurred in 
the past and will occur in the future. Since no effort has been 
made by the auihoriiie.s to discover and punish particular offcn- 
der}, beyond the levying of disciplinary fines^ we must assume 
that they look on these sporadic outbreaks as a more or less ne- 
cessary evil, for the time, at any rate. 

But this .state of affairs is not one that is iikely to satisfy 
either side. Who can tell when some rather -jnore serious battle 
between Sophomores and Freshmen may call for a move by the 
powers, and force the definition of the, at present, exceedingly 
shadowy line that divides "organized" from "unorganized" action? 
It would be far more satisfactorj' to all concerned if the student 
poily could be permitted to h^ve some say in the matter, and, per- 
h»p*, vole "pro," or "con." the continuance of a modified "rush." 
J I thr m.iji»rity «>i the undergraduate* decided against the pcr- 
pctuaiioa of the uld custom, there wwuld-bt 110 more to fac said.

'Tho members of the Library Com- 
mitteo at this thoir first meeting ainco 
the death ot Mr, Gould wish to record 
Uielr appreciation of hIa work and of 
hIa character.' 

"Before ho was appointed there waa 
no library that could serve and aupporl 
the other departmenta of tho UnlvorsU 
ty; there were aome booka, but no part 
of the library waa reaaonably complete 
except English History and Literature. 
There waa no sufficient catalogue, and 
some of ui remember when tho i,U>rary 
waa kept looked when the acadero;o 
year waa over. How »reat the change 
In one mon'H llfotlmc! And largely 
due to the high qualities of that mon. 

"Mr. Gould won the highest praise 
for hIa technical knowledge and akill 
froin his fellow librarians, but remain- 
•d the moat aympatheUo helper of all 
atudents, wh'tther professors or shy 
freshmen, and his alma were for true 
unlveirsliy extension In hIa field, so 
ihat our Library should become the 
centre of such work In our Province — 
a flowing aprlnff of qfJckenlng to sound 
learning and to public spirit. 

'A acholar, a patriot, a gentleman, 
th*»e are great «worda to add of one 
who waa master of hIa own craft, and 
they are eminently true of the late 
Charloa H. CnniiJ."

Work hero was started with OM small 
hospital atMut forty feet wiuare which 
had to ii»r\-c a diatrlct over u thousand 
nillcn lontr. The w»rk has greatly 
grown, and Doctor Grenfcli la now ne- 
gotiating with tho Quebec governinent 
to seoure the establlshmenL and sup 
port of several now'goveritment "his 
pluil.'t In the extreme north of this 
Province. 

Tho needs of this section are most 
pressing at present. The wnr hus 
greatly diminished the number of 
avniial>lc dootora; Inllu'cncrd condi- 
tions have put a great tax on. tho doc- 
tors already there. Althoiigti tAo Y. 
M.CA. ot both Yale and the CoUego of 
Physicians and Surgeons have each 
taken over a hospital, thoro I» still 
need for much more assistance. 

rinns nrc now being Dorfcclod for 
tho Installation ot a nursing unit every 
fifty miles along tho coast. 

In Rpitc of the prcat dlfflrultlej, 
however, great strides have been Ukcn 
In the development of thJ.i dlatriot. Tho 
trading stations which wore formerly 
run on a compotitlvo basic, hove In 
mony cases been re-orgnnlzcd into n 
co-operativo 8ystcm,^sccurlnff the fl.ih- 
crmcn to get more money for their 
products. 

Allhoug the problem q; modicui care 
is not completely solved, much has been 
done in thin line. Durinz the summer 
months; consulting surgeons, dentists, 
etc. devolo somo of their lipte to work 
In Labrador, restoring sight to llght- 
bllnded fishermen, and . performing 
other operations of great value to the 
natives. Kvon somo of the natives are 
being trained to . help out In medical 
work among their fellows. 

Tho work In the medical line is too 
scattered to be attended to bV private 
practice. An organisation of hospitals, 
dressing stations, laboratories, ^etc. 
would enable the doctors In the region 
to work together with better results 
for themselves and better treatment 
for the patients. 

In InteresUng tho medical students 
espoclally In this work. Doctor Qren- 
fell Insists that work in this district 
deepens interest in -luman life. Whero 
Uio patients iinder treatment for tu- 
berculosis, rickets, scrofula, etc., have 
to bo go closely watched, the doctor 
cornea to have n persons! Interest In 
each case. In this connection the 
spiritual aide of the work comes 'Im 
Tho fishermen need kind words apd en- 
couragement. Just as much as they;need 
pills.. . This applies not only to work In 
tho north. The Influence of Christ in 
tho world to-day can be greatly ex- 
tended through the work of Christian 
doctors among oil classes, but chiefly 
among the lower claases. 

Along missionary Unci, an Indiia- 
ti'lal department haa boon eatabllahod 
to help the native flshormen tldo 
thcmselvea over hard winters. Ar- 
rangements have been made with two 
of the. big American chaln-atoro sys- 
tems to take ajt the work which Is ono 
during the winter months. Two homes 
have been orcctod for the care of chil- 
dren whoBc parents are unable to bring 
thçm up; the more Intelligent of these 
children aro trained to Ijccome nurses 
and assfttants In ihe posts. 

A lady Is. urgonUy needed to take 
charge of a school of thla nature, and 
to help In tho education of these chil- 
dren, Tnany of whom nrc very Intelli- 
gent, and will in timo become of great 
asslstanco to the doctors and mission- 
aries In the I,nbrndor nnd N'owfound- 
land, and to glvc them practical In- 
struction In awlninilngr. "etc.. which Is 
sure to be of value to them when they 
return to their homos. 

In conclusion Dr. Gronfoll remarked 
that anyone Intending to take up this 
line ot work piiut have faith. The 
Ideal underlying tho work Is that un- 
deriylng tho sacrifice of the' men In 
Flanders. The missionary life Is most 
satisfying, and fiilflls the human Ideal 
of sacrifice. Tho Doctor oxtenia a 
most hearty InvltaUon to McGlli men to 
take an Intefest In this work, and to 
help out If possible. 

Acting PrlnciiMil AdamH conveyed the 
thankH of the meeting to Dr. Qrcnfcll. 
He orophaslsed tho Importance of the 
work being done In XAbrador and New- 
foundland by Doctor Grcnfctl "who", 
said he, "is one of the great practical 
missionaries of the/ world to-day.

Loow explained when questioned that 
his theatres yield ample financial re- 
turns, and are 'Invariably successful 
because enorraouo capacity, larco buy- 
ing vower, and the combined strength 
of nn already largo circuit enables him 
to keep on giving the ahows he does 
at a very small admission prioe. 

Tlumors have, been, ciroulatod for 
some time to the effect' that Lioow vrns 
contemplating going Into the acqtrlsl- 
llon of new houses in a manner never 
before attempted (>y any manager or 
group I of onànagers, but according to 
his ndmlsslo'hs the contemplated deal,
